TAKING TURF 


Of ,course, it ts diMcult te 
answer that question accurately 
and completely ~ without having 
a chance to study the individuals 
Involved, but generally tho 
novice golfer takes turf in back 
of tha ball because he has started 
with most of his weight on the 
right foot at address and on the 
backswing shifts the remainder 
of his weight to the right foot 
and on the downswing fails to 
shift his weight over to his left 
foot. As a result he will con- 
tInually hit in back of the ball 
and tnke turf there instead of 
In front of it. 


Shift your welght to the left 
foot at the top of the swing as 
you would when using your 
driver. But be sure to make a 
conscious effort to do it much 
sooner and faster than you do 
when using the wood = clubs. 
This shifting of the weight 
rapidly brings the lowest part of 
the swing in front of the ball, 
You are thus sure of hitng 
down on the ball. And when 
you do that you will take turf 
In front of it and not in back of 
it. 


IN ONE MOTION 


Just as with the wood clubs 
the clubhead, hands and 
shoulders must_all start back in 
one motion. Golng back there 
is a very slight lateral move- 
ment of the hips.
